Loudou, Jan. 28.— The attitude of Brit- 
ish investors towards American business 
uuder^vent a notable chaiige duriug the 
past week. Ever since the 'Venezuelan 
affair, the only idea of British holders 
of American securities has been to sell 
whenever they could do so -v^ith any 
profit, without too great a loss. In the 
beginning of the present upward ru.sh of 
American stocks, both Bp^culators and 
cousorvatlve holders of trans- Atlantic 
securities were eager to take advantage 
of the opportuidty to unload, the former 
selling for |)rufit.,in view of the crash in 
tlie market which was deemed inevitable, 
the latter to get rid of what tliey regard- 
ed ns unsafe property which they hud 
bi-L'n long holding. 

Uoth British and American linancicrs 
who talked with a repi-escntative of the 
AKsociat(.Hl I'ress on the subject agree 
that the iicuduluin has jiow begun, to 
.swing ill tlie other direction. Investor.s, 
.seeing that the anticipated disasters do 
not iiiuterialize, and that the United 
•States is ai)i»iireiitly in for a period <jf 
great i>r<>si)enty, ure eoniiiig to the coii- 
elu^iun that they were over-hasty in un- 
loading their .Xniericnii holdings. They 
are retrnciiig tlieif stejis, and are giving 
orders to their brokers to rebuy the 
stocks they discarded, though the news- 
paiitr.s are still eruiikiug ilisnially over 
the panic which they say Wall Street is 
desfiiietl to witness in the near.luture. 

The Spectator scrmbhjzqs Sottithejcffect 
of tlie speculative boom " on'' the "national 
eluinieter, and says: "Ten i>er cent, of 
the whole popuhition* are having a good 
big gamble, and, being like Americans 
who don't care niiicli when they are 
ruined, they ure enjoying thoiiiselvcs 
niightily." 

Eughmd has been enjoying a liUle 
boom of her own in .South African min- 
ing cnteri>riseK, to which an iniiietus has 
been given bv the iiri'seaee here of Mr. 
feeil Jtliodes, the South .Vfricati mag- 
niile. .\lr. Rhodes' iigcnt, Dr. Uuther- 
ford llarri.s, says the cabinet has prom- 
laed uii liaiieriul guarantee of the Cape 
railroad froiii Huliiwayo to the Zamliesi 
river, ti ilistanee of 1350 miles, and when 
llial seelioii is coiuideted, the govern- 
uimt will iiroliably guarantee, the road 
to I^akc Tanganyika. 

There is an interesting story of Mr. 
Ifliodcs' services in eoiineetioii with the 
Soudiui. campaigu, which incidentally 
plaved an imixirlant iiart in inllueneiug 
the cabinet in bis favor. The govern- 
ment, it appears, coidd not buy the en- 
gine and plant necesanry to op<!rnto Gen- 
eral Ivilclieia-i-'H .siratcgic railroad, which 
has ail unusual gauge, and when Mr. 
Bhotles heard of this he sacrificed the 
eauipmont bought for the British South 
Africa Couipnuy, and so enabled the 
eiunpaign to be finished nearly a year 
sooner tlmn would have been possible if 
be had -not come to the rescue.

Washington, Jan. 28. — A spirited de- 
bate was precipitated in the seiidtei'to-j 
day while the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill was under discussion. 
The appropriations committee was sharp- 
ly criticized for not providing adcciuute 
salaries f(n- .sonii' uf tho ojnsular olilcei's 
ami Hecretaiies of legations of this gov- 
erinneiit in foreign countries and the par- 
simony of tlu; government in these res- 
pects was denounced as a disgrace. 

Jlr. Hale of Main.! was in charge of 
the bill and dcsiiite his proK.'.sts si-veral 
uiiicmlineii Is iiicreasiug the salaries of 
diplomatic odlcers were incorporated in 
the measure. Tho bill was passed, cur- 
rying nearly !fl,50U,0U0. 

Ill executive session Mr. Mason offer- 
ed a resolution prct'uced by statements 
that rciKirts had been received that "of 
late years ns high as fifty per cent, of 
soldiers unaccustomed to the clinmte of. 
tho Philippines, have died by reason' of - 
said climate." 

Senator Fryo coiitinuod his argument 
for the ratification of the peace treaty 
with Spain iu to-day's executive session. 
He talked for an hour and a half and 
agahi made the only S|)ecch of the day's 
session. The priucipal iiuestions under 
consideration were those relating to the, 
payment of claims against the Sijan'islr; 
government, tho reaB0i)s for. agreeing, to. 
pay Sjiain for the improvetdehts made in 
the I'liiliiiiiines, and , the reasons- for ex- 
tending to Spain the bcncfit'of .an open- 
door policy in Iter former"' possessions. 
Senator Frye said that<th&*qifeatibn! of 
claims of American citizens^'''' a'galnst 
Spain had occupied much of tho time and 
had been the subject of anxious thought 
on the part of the commission, but that 
there was no . practical dilution of the 
I>rr.bleni iu view of the poverty of Spain, 
and in fact no other policy was comiiat- 
wile with the reputation of tho United 
States ns a, nation which knew how to 
be generous as well as just. lie said 
there were about $12,000,000 of tliose- 
claims and possibly the amount might 
reach $15,000,000. Spain had agreed as 
an offset to this concession on the part 
of the United States to pay the claims 
of Spanish citizens against the United 
States government, but Mr. Fryc admit- 
ted that tho nggregato of these counter 
claims was not large.- 

Senator Ftj-e also snid that the coni- 
mlBsioners had felt that they wore justi- 
fied iu drawing upon tlie generosity of 
this country in agreeing to pay $20,000,- 
000 to Spain for the improvements made 
by the Spanish government and in con- 
ceding to them for a term of years the 
same privileges as claimed for the Unite<l 
States ui the matter of trade In the con- 
quered country. 

The effort of the American commission- 
ers to secure control of tho Caroline is- 
lands wa.s also explained, Mr. Frye stat- 
ing that tlie Spaniards had absolutely re- 
fused to discuss tho proposition. Am- 
erica's offer of a mi'lion dollars for the- 
islands had appeared to have no effect- 
whatever. They had even, declined in 
the most positive manner to cede one 
of the islands of this groupe as a cable 
station. 

Referring to- tlie prpsent situation in 
the Philinpiuea, Snniitor TiUman asked 
Senator Frye if he was' willing to have 
United States troops fire upon the Fili- 
pinos, to which ;Mr. Frye replied tliat 
the firing stage had not yet been reached 
and he hoped that the treaty would be 
soon ratified and that the stage tints 
probably avoided for good. To reject the- 
treaty meant the restoration of the status 
quo, to give up Manila and all the points 
taken after the signing of the jirotocol 
and to lose all the advantaees acquired 
through the war in the Far East.

Mr. Ed. Urayg being clioscii us chair- 
man, oiwucd the proceediiigH with a neiit 
little speech in which lie sought for all 
a courteous bearing, and i-egrettcd per- 
sonally that tlic nu eting lind not been 
mow iitiorally advertised, in which event 
ovcrv ('liair in tiic hall would undonbt- 
cdlv'liave lioca occupied. The noglict of 
.sonic one to make the fad of tbo nu'ctiiig 
iiottiT known niiciuestionably was to 
Idanic for the light actendance— Cor not 
balf a dozen people, itt Spring KidKC 
know boforchaid that a meeting was to 
bo held. ■ 

Touching on the questions of tlio hour, 
the chairman thonglit Mefisrs. Turner, 
Hall and MePhilliiJs entitlisl to To-eloc- 
tion at tho hands of the people of Vic- 
toria. As a British subject he was a 
believer tbrongh and tbrougli in the priii- 
. cinlo of fair play, and he did not regard 

■ I it' as fair play from which the present 
situation had "been PToWcd. In the. first 
lilaee when the general electioa'.rcsultcd 
ill ,1 very close margin for '"either, side, 
tlie then Premier (Mr. TuTncr) had a 
.(•I Mstitutional right to take t*e verdict 
cf the people from the people's elected 
ifliiesentatives at .the meeting of par- 
liament. Instead of this the Lieut.-Gov- 
'crMor had taken it upon Himself to speak 
ffir '( he people, and had ' made tlie most 
, iieculiar . stand a representative of the 
'Queen had ever taken. As n represout- 
:atlve of the Queen it wns his dnty to 
ip'rotect the constitution and presci-ve bis 
•ollice from-all political liins. This he bad 
done. Instead, he had cast conniioii 
•sense to the winds, and called upon a 
member and supporter of neither party— 
Hon. Mr. Beaven, wko had run as an in- 
dependent and met overwhelming defeat 
in Victoria city. The corres-pondence 
touching Mr. Beiwon's effort to form a 
■government— be loving power as any 
man does— proved very interesting roiid- 
'iug, doubly so in coaseciuence of the 
l)rominent part played tlierein by "niy 
son William," who certainly expected to 
1)0 Attorney-Gmernl if his father's orig- 
inal plans had not misoanied. There 
<^ould be no renRonaiile e:t|>lanation for 
the call to Mr. Renven in any event; if 
the Lieiit.-Governor felt s;\tisfie<l Hint 
iMr. TuriK^r and bi'i (joUongues b:id Inst 
the eonfiii' -.xe of Ibo people, i;ertaialy it 
wa,- Semlin, (as loader of the oppo- 
sition r.';ce) who was entitled to lie call- 
ed 111', <:■. and not Mr. neavon. "Hut ?ilr. 
Heaven failed to form an adrain'striilinn, 
and as he ceuld not go back to Mr. Tur- 
ner, the Tjient-Onveraor was forced to 
Mv. ficnilin. who haviiiK the supiiort of a 
sliri'ud politician in the per.';on of .Tosep'i 
Martin of Vancouver. wiiH more sueeess- 
fiil. Te this Mr. Martin the whole nf 
I In present trnnble could he aRorilicd, 
liji' until h's advent such tiu^lies as; liiid 
liei !i witnessed of late had never been 
iie:'.rd ef in Britisb Ooliinibia. Tliore was 
tliis to 1)0 rememborod. however, t.hnt the 
s:ii"o right that bad been e.xercisid liy 
oilier eonstitnencics simi'arly plaeed, be- 
Imii;,'s to Victoria— they should at oiiee 
lesloie to the house the three nieinhers 
who had been chosen by Victoria, and 
■\viio only were compelled to'retum to the 
people in ronsequence of a strained tccli- 
. nieality. 

i V MR. II ALU 

.Ml. Richard JIall, the. fii-sL of the 
three candidates to tjike the pl.ntl'oriii, 
was terse and opigramina tic in Ills re- 
marks. Ho presented himself with his 
colleagues as standing for (•oastitutioiiiil 
giivernnient, ,ind be aslie<l that tlie elect- 
ors nf Victoria send or all back to 
the house, to which they had been s^t 
bv vole of t.lie people of Victoria' at me 
gl'iieral election. In any cvcat he urged 
tlu! electors of the Ounital Oity not to 
split their votes, thereby nullifyiug the 
liower of the city in the Ictrislature, He 
was '.fully .assured that he. and bis eoi- 
leiigues would be returned— more ennii- 

" ■ dent- by far than he bad been at the pre- 
vious election, for there were people vot- 
iiig with them now who had vigorously 
opiiosed them when they had lust eoini^ 
to the people, the issue being now a.s to 
wdiether British Columbia Hhoidd inii- 
tinue to enjoy representative governiiieiit 
oi- he (loi. limited by one ninn. ' lie knew 
of men wljo- admitted . having vnted 
.•11,'iiiiist iMr. aicl'hillipa before, lint who 
loliinlarilv came forward now and said 
that he would have Iheir votes with liis 
' companions in the fight. And this was 
ri:;iil. for no oiu> eoiild deny (bat Air. 
.\icl'hilliti" wa.- a .geiitleiiiiiii ciiiiiieiitly 
qualified to be a representative of Vic- 
tdiia— a man of eiier.u'y, lioiior, ability 
;iiil sound seiiKO. 'I'iu! goveriinient can- 
didates were doing [ileiiLy of fnie talking 
with the intention of catching the voti-s 
of the " workingniaii," but if llii} work- 
<>r> would sit down and (luietly investi- 
gate, thev would lind that Mr. Mcl'lul- 
lips was "saying less but doijJB more for 
the working (dass than thosc.who talked 
so uHudi; he was the liind of. maa who 
DUl bis hand down in his pocket to help 
;i man out, while these others were 
,l,)ing their tall talking a1)0ut the '' work- 
iiiKmiini",;!tnd a man who lot his actions 
spdik for him in matters oC this kind was 
,1 lairly safe man to stand by. Toiuli- 
ing upon the ','*.vl>rid Bovenimeiit of ox- 
tiediencv " a'hd' the clnlm its irjonibers 
were making iu ■belliilf of tlicir candi- 
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dates that they iwere entitled to the 
liberal vote, he strongly disputed, the 
assertion. He was a Liberal himself, 
and he held that, upon his record as a 
nioniber of tho party, he was quite us 
much entitletl ti» every Liiberal- vote in 
the city as Mr. Stewart, Mr. ruterson 
or Col. tiri.'gory. He was a business 
man of the city, too, and had made a 
fair success of his own huBiness, which 
was, a.s it had always been, ideutilied 
with the general liu.siness life of Victoria. 
The geiitleuuMi of this new government 
of Itritisli Uohimbia were not essentially 
businesrt men, and appeared to have 
been so busy since taking ollice iu count- 
ing salaries to whieb they hud not jire- 
viunsly been aeciiatonicd that they bad 
forgotten the work of the country. They 
posed as the- friends of the workiugumn, 
yet was tlieir record'/ Almost the lirst 
thing they had done ou assuming power 
was to dischiirge the few men who were 
iinproving tlie government grounds, in 
ortler to save the small pittance of tho 
wages, leaving tho grounds with trees 
as they had fallen weeks ago— a disgrace 
to the oity and province. The snow had 
come and liad lieen left lying on the roof, 
where its weight found a Haw in the 
slates and a leak tliat caused perhaps 
•'f;iOO or $400 worth of damagi>-becaiisu 
the government so friendly to the "work- 
ingiiian " could not think of paying for 
the labor of two men at .'52 a day to clean 
otf the snow, as n private individual 
WDulil have done. The government 
claimed that their indicy was one of 
eef.noiny; he did not call this economy, 
and the only policy he could see they pos- 
scsschI was a policy of diaorgauizatiou- 
the reiitiiig up of te(dinicalities to defeat 
llie spirit of the wish of the people in 
every possible way, if only the ends of 
I he " c.xiH'ilieiiey goveniiueiit could be 
thei(d)V rurthe'red. 'Was this a. policy 
to 1)1^ eoiiLrasled with the developmeiil 
and e.siiaiision policy of their predeces- 
sors iu the charge of British CoUimbia'a 
aHairs? He was .a Oamidlah through 
and through; he wns a British Colum- 
bian, and first and foremostly he was a 
V:ct6rilin all' the time. .He was pre- 
paied to stand by the city where all his 
interests lay, and be wanted the sup- 
port of his" friends to do this and to 
battle for son ad government of and by 
the people. The other districts in which 
menihers had lost their seats thrnut;li 
similar technicalities had seen the justice 
of returning tliem us soon as the oppor- 
tunity was given them, and .Victoria 
owed it to herself to take a similar ac- 
tion. 

(JcniPron.H applim.se was accorded Mr. 
Hall ihu-iiig and at the eoimhision of his 
address, and " l!ob " Foster craved the 
iiidul'/eiice of the chair and the meeting 
to tlieii deliver his personal opinion of 
the Attoraey-Ooueral. 

, MUjJMcPIIILLirS. 

Mri McPhil'ltps waf. received with a 
cordial burst of applause. He devoted 
himsell childly to tho arraignment and 
disproof of tlie assertions of tho govern- 
ment speakers in the light. First of all 
witli regard to the declaration that tho 
government had not sa:d that it was eoa- 
tcinplatcd to reduce the reprcsentatieu of 
the Island or Vancouver iu the bouse. 
It had been distinctly stated by Ui: C. 
B. fsword daring his Cowichan candi- 
dature that the Island was over-repre^ 
sented, and the I^remier had on that oc- 
casion lent his sujiport to Mr. Sword 
with the (leclnratioii that he had the 
ear of.the government. Mr. Martin now 
entered a pnsilive denial, but it was sig- 
iiilieaat that Hon. Mr. Scnilin, still the 
leader of the goveiDniont, had made no 
denial, anil in the absence of a bettor 
oxpiaiialiou than that afforded by tho At- 
torncv-Gcueral the people of Victoria 
wouki do well to remember the I'remier's 
^taiid. Then the Hlaleinent had been 
made that the opposition candidates and 
party would oppose the increase of the 
.■Mainland reiircseiitation no matter how 
population grew there in comparison with 
that of the Isliinil. He thought that the 
historv and record of the Turner gov- 
ernment redeemeil it from the charge of 
unfairness in this respect, for it had. been 
through thmi that the repres'entatioa, «)f 
the Miiinlaiiil bail been in .Increased'', to 
•2-1 fiiiin 11, while the Island voting 
.strength remained at the old'figurc.;: Mr. 
Belvoa had said at the general election 
that the Turner government should be 
eonilcriined because of thes?5,000,000 
loan not a dollar was to be spent ort the 
Island. Did not the charge of sectional- 
ism thus lind itsclt disproved, out of the 
mouth of 11 government orator? Jhe 
fact was thnf. the Tumor policy looked 
to the ttphullflihg; of ' all and every part 
of the :province— it was bold and pro- 
gressive and fair to every section, and 
this WHS what i^ritish Columbia wanteil. 

I'assiiig next to the ihlauitous bill hy 
which two nienibers had been nailed to 
scats iu the house by a party majority, 
:Mr. .^[el'hilli|>s showed how radically 
dissiniilar tho measure juat put upon 
the statute hook was to the bill enacted 
during the regime of the Davie govern- 
ment, consenting to the agreement reach- 
ed between the petitioner.and respondent, 
bv which Mr. Prentice,. although an op- 
ponent of the government of that day, 
Iiad been permitted to take his scat. The 
very preamble. oC the.bjH of ISOo show- 
ed how'' far from a parallel it wa.s, for 
this-'tiisad: "and M-hereas the pet'tionor 
and' respondent have consented to this 
act." Assuredly neither Mr. .'^loddnrt 
nor Mr. George B. Martin had consented 
to this, new act, setting at .naught the 
process of the courts and seating Mes.srs. 
Prentice and . Deanc. Yet tho govern- 
ment supporter^ hud ' now the colossal 
nerve to get lipon the platform and de- 
elare these two measures parallel. There 
was no element in the bi.l of the I'avic 
time tliiit could he compared with the 
iniquitous bil of tho present session, a 
hill that was against the law, against all 
in-ocedeut, against the wishes of the pe- 
titibnersj - ugyinst the conscience of the 
iiiembci'fe of the bouse and against the 
will of the free cleetorate as would he 
shown jtt, t}ie po'l'i "i^' -'"1 
rutjry, 

Once again, the government champions 
in th s'.coiitost ha<l accused the opiwsition 
of luisjcproseutation. in saying tliat 
tlieir speakers were attempting to hold 
iiiir iiidncenieiits to secure Victoria's al- 
legiance for the government on, the score 
of favors to come. If this was not tho 
fact, what did Mr, Higgins' words mean 
when he snid that "it was in the interest 
of Victoria to rctui-n three government 
eaiididatos." ^Ir. Higgins at the same 
lime hiid declared for the present govern- 
ment us one that would rid tlie country 
of uiouopolios— yet be had taken good 
care to inaki; no mention of llint lino 
water monopoly Of his own in Alberiii. 
The readers of the Times would con- 
,-ludo that all the govcrnnieiit sp.?akers 
in the present contest were most polislied 
orators— so Mr. Bndwell was described, 
so JJr. I'atcrson, so Mr. (ircgory. in- 
deed Mr. Stewart was the only one to 
eseiipe, and it ciiulil he said for him tlint 
he sliowed more common sense than all 
tlie others together, for had he not for 
one tiling plaeed himself on record as 
favoring the constnict ion of railways for 
the opening u]) of the eoimlry— one of 
tlie chief planks in (he Turner policy hut 
in ilirt'td, antipatliy to' the so-called iio'icy 
of 11i(? goveriiliicnt of .tii-dayV 

The gDverniiieiil of the day appeared In 
li.-ne no broader ni)li<'y lliaii saving peii- 
i.ii's; .AliiMwber-flkf, they lioiild not un- 
deisliiiid how it was possible iu safety 
I'l speiiil more than 10 shillings, an<l six 
it' one had a pound, no matter bow m>ce»- 
.sary or- secure nn iiivostmout for a re- 



turn' might be. Suspending railway 
building for tho development of the 
resources of the province meant lui im- 
mense loss to the " workiugman," of 
which he would do well to take cH>gniz- 
aace, weighing iu iiiiiul what it would 
mean to him to continue in the charge of 
British Columbia's affairs this govern- 
ment of mistaken econom.v, instead of 
placing the power of administration with 
a goverin'iient of energy nlid progressive 
ideas. Another statement that bad been 
made — and by Mr. Botlwell, too, wdio 
she old certainly Iiiivo known better— was 
that Mr. Eberts, when the Lieutenant- 
Governor had dceliiicd to sign certain 
warranis, ilireatened that in that event 
li! would sign them himself. To say 
such a thing was to talk utter nonsense, 
lis Mr. Bodwoll as a lawyer knew. There 
was one thing in Mr. Bodwcll's speech 
with which he could agree, however, and 
that was when he wns moved to 
prcphecy, and said that "the Turnerltes 
are appealing to the people of Victoria, 
and he would be,very much mistaken if 
the people did not repeat their verdict." 
(.•\pi)laiise). " The reign of the adven- 
turer and the iinscrupnlons promoter is 
a! an end," continued Mr. BodweH, and 
lie could only hope in all earnestness that 
tliis would be found true. To give a lit- 
tle attention to Col. Gregory, the bright 
particular star of the government candi- 
dates, lu! had himself declared that "he 
was not sutllciently gifted with the 
])owers of speecdi to deal with the issues" 
of the iireseiit hour, and this admission 
being taken as true — for was it not the 
imin's own estimate of his own iibilityV — 
^Mluld it be safe to trust Victoria's inter- 
ests into bis kee|)ing',' Having loiielied 
upon these several instances, lie was 
<pute iirepiired to agree ^vith Mr. Turner 
or any one else who said that the gov- 
einment supporters were making .this 
eoaipaign upon a tissue of fnlschood. 
'I'lie government's friendH had snid tlint 
the province had suffered through assist- 
ance, and land grants given by tho late 
government to encourage railway con- 
Htruction— and yet the very men wdio 
wore now making the charge were the 
lawyers who had represented the assisted 
railway companies before the former 
government, and -who- if the charge 
were true— had been the very ones to do 
their iitiiiost to secure tho giving away 



constituted, could not but vindicate his 
own course and that of the late'govcm- 
ment. Personally he was ahuudantly 
satisfied tliat the Lieut.-Gorernor had 
hoodwinked Hon. Mr. Beaven, telling 
him a pack of lies to induce him to take 
the stand that he had, and against his 
natural opinion as a thoughful and -.voll- 
informod man. He had asked Sir. Bea- 
ven at the time if he honestly believed 
that .John Herbert Turner had been or 
would be guilty of such a thing as pass- 
ing in blank warrants for signature, ami 
iNIr, Beaven had said that it certainly 
looked peculiar. He could not believe it. 
nor did ho, nor did he believe it for one | 
moment to-day. The thing was so ut- 
terly ridiculous that evc^n Mr. t'ottun, 
now Finance Minister, laughed at it as 
utterly preposterous. Explaining bri,i'tfly 
the method of payment by warrant, Mr. 
Eborts pronounced the whole principle 
of the late government's dismissal as in 
contradiction of the spirit of fair pUiy, 
truth and justice betweou the leader of 
the late goveriiinont, who was also Pi- 
nance Minister, and the Queen's i-epre- 
scutiitivo in the province. Mr. Bodwell 
if he had made the statement credited to 
liim well knew it to be contrary to truth 
and the law. The Attorney-General h:id 
no jiower to sign warrants; his authority 
in the matter wns defined by statute 
clearly. The auditor-general prepared 
the warrant and if in doubt as to the ai> 
plicability to a certain specific vote to 
the particular warrant under considera- 
tion was required to take and he guided 
by tho writtxiu opinion of the Attorney- 
General. The same applied under the 
statutes of Canada, and the Minister of 
■lustico was frequentl.v called upon in 
cases of this kind precisely. He dared 
the government of the day to nominate" 
a commission, even if it be t^mpoaed 
entirely of their own followers, to pro- 
nouuco upon this matter of the warrants. 
Another point in the same subject was 
that it had been attempted to pervert a 
portion of the .$0,000 vote for sick and 
destitute, a vote that bad wisely and 
in the spirit of true charity bei^n carried 
on the statute book from year to .vear. 
The ladies of liie Metlio<li8t and Presby- 
terian (diiirehes at Westminster bad es- 
talilished an hospital for the special 
trcatine;nt of women, the general hospital 
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of tho.'intcre-'ts of the province by every 
argument at ttieir conmuMid. Col. (Jieg- 
orv had made the statement that the 
new government, although its life had 
been short, had ahead}' legislated for 
the benelit of the worklngman. , . What 
ha d i.t done?;;: • Kothing ; Tjttt reduce , the 
salary of the'^ workeir,- 'or dismiss him 
tn ui his employment altogethet^ . This 
was beneficial with a vcngenuce. The 
speech from the throne and the declared 
policy of the governinont, if it could be 
called a jiolicy, contained absolutely 
nothing iu the interest of the working- 
man, and the workiugman could see so 
for himself. I'arsinioii.v did not mean 
good niamigement, for with a new and 
undeveloped country, rich in its varied 
und niagniliceut resources, discounting 
the future was legitiinalo and essential 
to progress, the only polic.v oC an ener- 
getic and intelligent ailniinisi I'lit ion. Tlu> 
Mieawber policy was not the one to ad- 
vance Britisli (Johniiliia in the present 
stage of its iwisteiice. llererring to the 
eliai-ge that if the alien exclusion from 
the mines was found to eonfliet with 
higher policy, the hill might easily be 
disallowed, -Mr. Mcriiillips niaintaiiuHl 
that it was both wrong, and iiijndi(dous 
in the extreme for the [iruvinee to ven- 
ture upon a course of this idiaraeter, 
having a tendency to weaken the federal 
power and achieve no good result. The 
whole point appeared to be thiit this 
legislation, although it might have some 
good features, had been brought forward 
by the Attorney-General for the purpose 
of embarrnssing the govorutuent. 'at Ot- 
tawa in the furtherance .of his . personal 
ambitions, nnd this being the case, the 
eves of all Canada would be' directed to 
Vi(!toria on Thursday, to see whether or 
not she proposed to lend aid to the turbii- 
lent iioliticlan' nnd disturber of 1hi> peace 
\vlio now strove to make this fair piov- 
iiice lli(> toid of his ambition, not. rearing 
even to bring the province into ciiiillict 
with the federal authorities. h'nr his 
plans to be suceossfnl meant the saeri- 
liee of British Columbia, tor with re- 
ports going abroad daily of British (lol- 
umhiii and the Doniinion in antagonism, 
legislation in conHict with liiiiierial auth- 
ority, miners' lecenses and vested ri^dits 
at t'.lie mercy of u gov(>rnmeiit's whim, 
nnd foreign eapitai exrluded fnim the 
eoiiiitry, liidtisli Coliunhla's erc'dit could 
not bi'it rapidly decline, and ruin and 
bankruptcy for the provicne would be 
ihe inevitable rsult. He urged the peo- 
|il(> of Victoria to stand linn on [Pliiirs- 
day for the three ('audidates seeking rc- 
(deidion, and good govcrnmeal hy the 
jieople. 

Mr. O. Af. Eberts. M.P.P., referred in 
his introductory remarkH to the insolent 
attack that had been made upon him, 
and wliieli had been briefly touched up- 
on hy tlio previous speaker iu his com- 
ments iiiinii 'Mr. Bodwell's remarks. No 
man v.-ould ever a ccuse ■.him''b.f such an 
iKdion, or of being a liar ■without g.-tling 
it straight between the eyes. He had had 
ri'spect for Mr. Bodwell, but If that geii- 
tleman had said that he, threatened that 
if the Lictjt;...;Governi>r,iv,TVOuld not sign 
I hose warr0intri;?h(J ?(Mii«*'ifEberts) would 
sign them hlmself,'tMr:' Bodwell had said 
wlini; was untrue,. .:\voll kno.wiu;r th.at his 
words were' tinti'ile. He "h'ft'd ehallcnged 
the government nnd he did so once again 
.—to appoint a commission to investi.gate 
the whole matter of these warrants, con- 
fident that such a commission, however 



at the Koyal (jity having no women's 
v.ard, and as this hospital was doiii.g an 
undenoniiuational work of charity it had 
been (dear to ban that tho ])urposo of 
the vote would well be furthered iu the 
giving of the .'i;7,")l» in question to this 
hospital. The prupositina was exactly 
similar where the hospital coiidiiclcd by 
tho.lioman Catholic sisters at Itosshinil 
received assistance, so much per day, 
for each poor person treated, l-ike as- 
sistance was. given .Dr. .Brouse's hospital 
at New Denver, .the •Greenwood City 
hospital, and others whete a general ho,s- 
pital was nnl^topbssibllity, but where 
nevertheless no good, government would 
allow a man to die or to suffer from sick- 
ness simply because he was unfortunate 
or low in funds. These then were the 
three charges upon which the govern- 
ment had been dismissed, and in regard 
to which tbe.fortner'Fremte'li;'iand,hisvqbl- 
leagucs had memorialized the. Dbininlou 
goveriinieiit, asking for nn immediate in- 
vestigation. That this had not been 
forthcoming was proof in itself that the 
authorities recognized that there was 
nothing in the charges .or any of th^m. 
rie would not go so far as to stigmatize 
the iaeiit.-tiovernor's statements ns "a 
tissue of lies," but he would say that 
(hey were statements that should never 
have been made, stigmatizing an honor- 
able gentleman who had for forty years 
been an honored citizen of Victoria. Mr, 
John nerbert Turner, as unlit to hold the 
reins of government in consequence of 
dishonesty. Such a statement was un- 
I'alalahle to and would lie jiroperly re- 
seiiteil hy IIm> i)i'oj)le of Victoria, and 
even the oiiponents of the late govi-rn- 
ment realir.ed that not one dollar had 
hei'ii ille.i:ally spent by the goverument 
that had been re|)hiee(l by the IJcut.-Gov- 
enior's action. What was the fact he- 
fore British Oolumliians ti>day Where 
the cry bofon; the general election liad 
bc'cii all of eorruplion and crookedness 
on the part of the government, had 
there been a single instance of the small- 
est eriiokedness brought to liRlit now that 
the enemies of Mr. Turner and his party 
liad had the ojiportunity of possessing 
theniselves of every scrap of infonnation 
in coiiiHH'tion with their manngement: of 
the country's business. Where v,-as the 
promised ex-iiosure of grave boodling in 
connection with a bonus of thousands to 
a Victoria contractor? Whore were the 
sensational disclosures in connection with 
the parliament buildings cost? Ho chal- 
lenged proof of a single dollar misai>plied 
and the challenge would not bo taken by 
his opponents. 

Passing ou lo Mr. Hod well, Mr. ICberts 
proceeih.'d to illustrate how his opinion ot

The Corbin 
road would have been a fatal or at all 
events a serious blow to a road opening 
the <'ountry to Canadian enterprise, built 
by <;!aiiadiaim and contributing "16, Cana- 
dian trade, and the government 'accord' 
ingly stood by our own country and 
asked the Dominion government hy reso- 
lution not to grant the American road its 
charter.

to .Mr. Bodwell, and from the day that 
his plans ou bidialf of Mr. Corbin and 
Spokane, as against the interest.s of 
British Columbia, were o|ii)osed b.v Mr. 
Tunii'r's government, might be dated 
Mr. Bodwell's antipathy to that govern- 
nu nt. With refereuce ne.xt to the con- 
tentions of tlio government forces that 
they hid given to British Columbia a 
secret ballot, Mr. Kberts maintained that 
the present ballot (supported by all sec- 
tions iii tho house, for all were desirous 
of having the most secret ballot possible; 
was 110 improvomeut upon tho old ballot, 
while indeed the iierc-entage of sjioiled 
ballots had been increascl fully !jO per 
cent, since its introduction. The pres- 
ent talk of the secret ballot that had been 
given the country through the (dTorts ot 
those now forming the goverument party 
coukl be" set down as so much (dap-trap 
intended merely for the eatching of 
voles. The l>i'rnieioiis I'ilections Peti- 
tions hill came in for arrai^'nment in its 
coursi', the speaker contending that the 
law ami preceiit of lOiiglaiid should he 
giiDil euoiigh for British tJoliimhia, and 
that the I'onrse that had bei.'ii taken in 
this regard by the present government 
would never have been dared by auy 
premier of ICnglaiid. He delied the pro- 
duction of auy precedent from constitu- 
tional history, and ludd that it ill be- 
eiiiiie tlu? province of British Columbia 
t ) atttnupt to set aside the rule for the 
protection of the people's liberties that 
hail been perfected and protected in the 
old land during .300 or 400 years. Going 
into the case of Mr. Prentice iu detail, 
Mr. El>ort8-flhowe<l how it could not be 
possible, for a court to give any otliiM' 
ve rdict than that he was ilisiiualilied— 
hence the mad baste of the goverimieiit 
to tush through their iiiiciuitous bill, 
take the trial ot the issue out of the 
hands of the court, seat two meii in the 
Iii'use, thus retain thi'ir majority and 
s^ive the liieutouant-t.Jovernor from the 
necessity of receding from a jiosition 
taiion in (hdianee ot constitutional law 
and practice.

The' Oblohist can speak without being 
misunderstood on this matter, because it

v-as to chock the Inrush of alien minors 
luiiiKiiig outfits from foreign cities; but

The latter is 
what tho. act pnt throuRli the legislature 
hy tlic Koverun\cnt will do, and it is for 
Ihis reason that it will be disallowed, if 
it is disallowed at all.

VIOTOKIA THREATENED. 

The Attorney-General, speaking the 
other night, said that if Victoria dis- 
played- ftny, . sectionalism,, it . might be 
found necessary, when a redistribution 
bill was brought down, to cut off a rep- 
resentative from this city. This is a 
bold throat, and the people should resent 
it. What doDSfit; mean? It means tliat 
as long SIS this city does wlmt this now 
tyrant thinks it should do, it will lie al- 
lowed to have its duo voice in the affairs 
of the province, hut when its citizens 
takei .ftj ^lirsc which ; he thinks is sec- 
tional, ii'o Will take a\vay one of their 
representatives. 

\\'hat is scctiouali.sn-,? Sectionalism is 
an attempt to build up one part of the 
province at tJio expense of another. This 
is always to ho deprecated. But the as- 
sertion of its rights by any locality is not 
sectionalism. It i.s tlie duty of every 
part of the province to as.scrt it-s- rights, 
to use every legitimate "moans- to ad- 
vauco its own interests. A locality, 
whicli does not do this, is not entitled to 
any consideration at all. But this nui 
be done and yet the locality doing it 
may be foremost in advocating the 
(.■iius(} of other localities. Victoria has 
always taken this position. 

This is the first time in the history of 
this city that any man has dared to inti- 
mate to its people that their representa- 
tion wouUI be reduced if they ventured 
to stand up for their rights, if they had 
the hardihood to interfere with tlie plans 
of any politiciiui. It is the first time 
tluit any per.ioii under anj- circumstances 
^vhatever has dared to threatcu Victoria 
with a_Teduction of its representation. 

Will the 'people of Victoria. 'submit to 
threats like tliis"? If they do they wi 
deserve to have the threat put in execu- 
tion at the first opportunity, for a i>eoplo, 
who have, not the courag^o tO' Jusist that 
tlieir rights shall be respected, do not 
di serve to have any rights. 

The pwple of Victoria should tell Mr. 
Martin that they are not accustomed to 
be threatened, and they should show him 
that they kliow how" to answer the man 
who thi-eateus them. 



THE NEW LAND KEGISTUV BILL. 

Every one who understands tlie mat- 
ter at all is in favor of the Torrons sys- 
tem of ;land rogistnition. The late ad- 
ministration favored it. The only rea- 
son why such a iiill was not introduced 
and passed was because of the ex])enst- 
to ■wlii<di it was likely to put the owners 
oC real estate. The present system of 
land registry in this province' Ls .i. very 
good one, and transfers of land under it 
are neither difllcult nor ospensivc. When 
the new system conu\s fully into force, 
the transferring will be easier and 
cheaper, but the expense ot bringing it 
into full effect will lie. very,, large and 
will fall npori the owners of land. The 
expense in Victoria will be simply ouor- 
niiius in the aggregate. It will lead to 
a perfect harvest for surveyors and con 
vcyancers, and the o\vners of the land 
will have to hear the burden. The 
Colonist docs not desire to be under 
stood as (.'pposcd to the new meaHiire. 
All new titles derived from the crown 
should bo 'registered, under such .a sys- 
tem, wimt the Colonist is concerned 
about is the case of tlie owner of a ^ 
gl(> city lot and tlie small fanner. When 
tlioso people come to sell their property, 
or -borrow money on it, or take up an 
outstanding mortgage by a new one at 
lower interest, they may be put to very 
large expense, and are almost cert;iiu to 
lie in most cases. The act should pro- 
vide for the two . systems {!ei£^^ side 
by side in the oldor settled parts of the 
cor.iniunily. Tlie property owners would 
come under the upcralion of the new s 
tern by degrees and when they felt they 
could .-ifford it. The only reason why 
the laf(> govcninient ilid not introdui'C 
tlu.' new s.vsteiii was their ronsideral ion 
for those persoiis who would find the 
cliaii^;!' liunlciisoiiic. The ado|itioii of 
the 'l"(in-(Mis system ou^lit to hi) left 
ii|'lional, ."IS it is in Ontario, where a 
man who, is saiislii'd with his present 
title need not go to the expense of get- 
ting a new one. This statement of the 
Ontario law is on the authority of .-i 
lu'cinineiit Itosslaiid lawyer, a supporter 
of the present government, whoso views, 
indeed, are generally as above expressed. 

There was aiiullier rc<asoii why tfie 
l:itc adniinislralion did not inaugurate 
I he Torreiis systcui, and that, was be- 
<:iiuso of the exi>ense to the province^ 
^vllich it would entail. Thny felt that 
just now the proviiK^o had other uses 
for its luouey (hat would be more bene- 
licinl. But the present governmout 
want .-the patronage which the act will 
give, iind hence the haste with which It 
is being iiilrmluccd' and passed. 



THE FOOLISHNESS OF WOUllY. 

.Vn oft-(iuotcd text coiiocrniiiK the un- 
wisdom of troubling about the Ih'ngs of 
to-morrow is lhought by many to^be \in- 
suitcd to those days of kben competition 
and bnslncsa activity; but that is be- 
cause like many other texts of Scripture, 
it is grossly ra'sunderstnod. 1'here are 
many books in this world, and in many 
of them there is a good deal of wi.sdoni. 
but if you want concentrated wisdom, 
the place to look for it. is in the Bible. 
What is meant is not inspired wisdom 
on tli<'(dog' nl topics, but just plain or- 
dinary everj day wisdom, the kind that 
a man wants in his busliioss and his 
family. "Sulllcient liiitb tJio'day is tlio 
tvld'lhcrodf.'' ! Every one will admit that 
is sound philopoph.v, but the majority of 



people intensify the evil of to-day by 
adding to it the evils of yesterday and 
anticipating a lot of evilH for to-iuorrow. 
A very sensible and succcs.sful business 
man once said that he learned early in 
life that, it lie kept thinking about what 
he did yesterday and wondering how hu 
was going to get through to-morrow, ho 
was in bad shaix! to transact business 
today. From this he deduced this coil 
elusion, that in business matturs the wise 
man was he who did what lies next him 
as seemed best at the time, who occupied 
h'mself with what he had to do, and kept 
no place; in his niind for rogrc+s or miagiv 
ings as to \vhat ho had done or doleful 
anticipations about what might happen 
in the future. "You have nothing to do 
with consequences" was one of his fav 
orite sayings. 'MVIuitovcr your hiiiul 
finds to do, do witli all your might," and 
leave the conscnuencos to take care of 
themselves was the sum total oC his busi 
ness philosophy. 

Worry never yet solved a busincfs 
problem, hut it has prevented many ii 
man from solving thcin. Tlie liopcful 
courageous and energetic man generally 
succeedB.i <Hc may not succeed just as 
ho expected, but he niroly makes a com 
plete failure of his life, and there Is a 
good philosophical reason for this. Tlio 
inspiration of such a man is faith, and 
there is no power on earth that is equal 
to faith. Here again it is necessary to 
say something about the way Scriptural 
expressions arc uadcrstood. Talk to 
most men ubout faith and they jump 
to the conclusion that what yrai have in 
mind is some ecclcsinatical dogma hav- 
ing- special reference to tlic future life, 
But " if we understand the New Testa 
nient idea of faith at all, it is the liveli 
est kind of forc-e and is one that ought 
to be employed in every day affairs. 
Thorp Is' aa old saying that a proverb is 
tlie wisdom of many and the wit of one, 
the same holds good of some of our ord- 
inary colloQiiinlisma. Wo speak of the 
secret of a man's success being his faith 
in himseif. Napoleon ; d«rcliirod; that tlie 
force that suBtain'ed him most in liis 
marvellous career was faith in his dcs 
tiny. Wc fancy it would not be dilllcult 
to get at the i)hilosophy of thi-s, although 
its deuionstraliou would probably be too 
long for n newspaper article; but the 
ideSNis ftft^r.-thU.sort! g^^^ are lawi 
in ttie-mc'nfiir life diist as^^^^ are ii 
the physical life. There are mental 
forces just !is there are physical forces 
This will he adaiitled by ail to some ex 
tent. Just as a magnetized piece of iron 
attracts a needle, so we all know cer 
tain men attract us. Wc follow thcni 
wherever they lead, as if impelled by 
some powerful force. So fur all people 
will concede the 'similarity oC. tlic physl 
cal and mental arena. • To push the 11 
lustration a little further, we all know 
that there is in the physical world soiiio 
thing, which for want of a better name 
we call the force of gravity. We can 
count upon this with absolute certaiuty 
in any undertaking. So in the mental 
world there may be a corresponding 
force, whicli for want of a liottcr name 
We call fill til. and we may count u|>(iii 
its operation with perfect contidonce. If 
asked to explain ,the...f^why'' of it, we 
should have to confess absoluto inability; 
but it would be safe to unflertake to do 
so wluMipvcr any person explains the 
"why" of gravity. 

Now as most people will recall, when 
the Disciples were sent out to uvaiiMclizo 
the world, they were to depend uixiu 
faith chiefly for their siiccbss,' iinHf otic 
of the instructions j:ivcii them was not 
to worry iiliont liow they wi'n- goiIl^' to 
get along. If they worried, their fiiilli 
would -be unequal to the calls upon it. 
Now, if there is "one thing about which 
we may feel assured it is that, if there are 
laws in the mental arcuii, they are ns 
universal in their operation as arc tlu 
laws in the physical arena and are e<|U 
ally uniform. You may depend upon it 
tluit iC worry would unlit men to oxer 
cisc the fnith necessary iu the work of 
evangelization, which was not ii fiiith 
that eternal happiness would he the re- 
ward of virtue, but the sort of faith that

A small ladies' silting room is 
connected, and running for half the 
length of the ship on either side are 
cabins, some of them large enough for 
whole families^ to occupy. The cook's 
department, too. has been very thought- 
fnlly planned, the range, being in a dis- 
tinct 'compartment!, by; Itself.

$1 per pound, accoi-dlng to season, and It 
is reasonable to siipose that 40 cents Is a 
fair price to flic sliliiper.

Lake Victoria is in fact a huge 
iiihiiid sea, as large as the whole? of 
Srotland, and it is never likely to iiay 
any country or comi)a!iy to build a rail- 
way round such ii streleh of water 
wl-.'eu. steamers can go iiui(-kly and siifi^ 
ly across il. ■\^'itll regard to Ihe pros- 
lli'i-ts of the railway, viewed, as a com- 
mercial undertaking, it is upon the lake 
again, that ^ve must concentrate atten- 
tion.

in a newly discovered mining ctunp to 
get a rich claim, which often happens, 
he forgets all about his pet theory, and 
a.-,suincs to know more about ''Plaster 
Mines," as he terras it, than ,ajl .theiOld 
miners in the country. .Toe Giimore, the 
discoverer of the Butcher jioiut, was a 
good coal miner, but a tenderfoot as fur 
as his knowledge of gold mining was 
concerned. He had , no idea ot looking 
for or iiiidiug .gold where his .footsteps 
directed him ou |hat memorable occa- 
sion.

ALIENS AND THE rLACERS. 

Sir: It is a luattor nf surprise to iiio 
that the present oiipo.sitloii should have 
so readily acquiest'cd in the policy of the 
govemmeut iu regard to the eichision of 
iliens from the privilege of holding pla- 
cer claims in the province. It is said that 
the Dominion goverunient cimJeinplate 
disallowing tlie act. The oiiuctment is 
constitutional in the scnsi; that it is with- 
irea of provincial power as dis- 
tributed by the B. N. A. act. Tic prec- 
ious metals are tlie exclusive pr.iii'rty 
of lh(? Clown in Ihe l ight of IlK' prov ince 
iu which lluy are found, and not in the 
light of the Doiuinion. The jniviCge of 
mining llieni can be grantid to ir with- 
held from any jicrsoiis, citizens or iil ens. 

upleil Willi any restiicticiis wliii h the 
legislature may think proper to impose.. 
The Klatnle is not a deprivation of any of 
the natu]-al rights of aliens iu a friendly 
ouutry, I)ut tin? withholding of a privi- 
lege or gift of the property of the pro- 
vince, which is prima facie disUnctlj 
within its control. The right of disal- 
lowing provincial laws wh ch lies in (he 
Dominion is nut, however, by any nieaiis, 
conflned to cases in wh"ch the provinces 
usurp thij domain of Dominion legisla- 
tiuii. It often hni)peH8 th.at' a provincial 
law perfectly within , the prima facie con- 
atl tutioiidli: competeuce of a -province is 
properly;; illsallowied" upon' the broad 
ground that Its operation is pre- 
judicial to the interests of C'au- 
adii as a whole, and the 
reason is strong if tlic provincial act pre- 
judices Canada iu its international re- 
lations. It must be uikui this hitter 
ground, in view of the present Can-idian- 
Ainerican iiegothitioiis that tlie Domtii- 
ioii thinks of interfering, llie Domin- 
ion government is in the unfortunate po 
sitio, that, if it does not liiterfere the 
effect of the law will bo to cieate fric- 
tion with the United States at a criti- 
cal niDinent, and, if it does interfere it 
will preci|)ilale a dispute with this pro- 
vii ce upon a question of i>rovincial rights. 
Xo one wiio has the welfare of his coun- 
try at heart would desire either alter- 
native, or would create such a dilllculty 
unless the action was, upon matuie con- 
sideration, necessitated by tlie manifest 
interests of Ihe i>eoiile of the province of 
clearly outweighing all other conBidora- 
tioua. Upon the merits of the law it 
is slr.'inge that it should bo considereil 
by both political parties in the province 
as benelieial to our own people, and that 
l>oliticians should expect it to be approv- 
ed of by the jiopular vote. It Is in fact 
a most stiip'd and injurious law. It Is 
not advantageous to us, and will do a 
great deal more hatni to (mrsclvcs than 
to anyone else. To provinde for the pre- 
servation of the riches of our placer 
mines for our own adventurers in that 
field, and to exclude foreigners from the 
right of holding claims, may, for a mo- 
ment, seem a boon, and tp^ the general 
advantage of the community. But Is it 
so ? To decide the question'we must look 
to the existing conditions Of . tlie. pro- 
vinci', and the .character nild pursuits (of 
our people taken In. the mass. 

Ours is a population settled and well 
to do. 'I he roving and adventurer class 
Is conspicuous by Its absence. Howi 
many of our pooiilo have any desire to 
leave tlielr avocations and depart to At- 
llii or elsewhere as prospectors with a 
view of taking up a placer claim?^If 
the history of the Klondike rush Js any 
test very few indeed. Indee^ .lhe Klon- 
dike may be said to have absorbed the 
few adventurers of that c^ss which we 
possessed. It is known that the auri- 
ferous areas in the northera pnirt of the 
province are of great' extent < and that 
the gold Is widely dlstribiitetl, in other 
words that (here is plenty of room. It 
is also known that the climate and qual- 
ity of the land makes the country tit for 
permanent settlement. Now, while very 
few of our people have any substntial 
interest, or will derive any personal tid- 
vaidage, from the imlividiial ri,i;lit, ex- 
clusively secured to them, to take and 
hold a placer claim, immense numbers, 
in fact all of us in some degree, will de- 
rive snbstandal advantage from ;i g' bl 
rush of foro'gners into the Atliii coun- 
try. Every Industry connected with the 
supp'y and distribution (.f fond stufl's, 
c'othing ami general iiiercliandize wi>u]d 
be greatly beneflled. Our seaports ami 
the shipping and tninsportatiou trades 
with their great body of workers, piir- 
ti<ularly so. An immense amount of 
foreign capital stands ready f<ir invest- 
ment in Bteauhships and in making trails, 
loiiils and railways if a great rush into 
and rapid development of the country 
takes place. As to the lelative advan- 
tage to llie country of the ixdicy of (lie 
open-d^ or, or of the restriction and prac- 
tical exclusion of foreigners from Ibis 
tndd, it is a notorious fact, that, in the 
di'veloimieut of placer gold fields, even of 
iho r'cli(.v-l description, taking the total 
Iiroductiou with the total expenditure on 
the average, for every dollar of gold that 
is taken out at least two dollars is spent 
Iiy the miners in the transiiortatiim 
and food and other supplies of 
all kinds, ;ind the conntrj-, in ad- 
dition to all incidental advantages, is an 
actual gainer on the transaction Itself, 
even assuming that nil the gold was won 
by aliens. It may be said in reply that 
the .Americans and other foreigners 



inducement^ to th^m- to'b«fflme,'.haburaliz- 
e<I as Cauudinus. I prophesy thiit. this 
alien net will not remain law for' any 
length of time, even If -it is nut disallow- 
ed at Ottawa. As soon- as the public 
underntand its oiieration it -will be re- 
pealed under poimlar pressure as a*pieco 
of viciouM leifislation. It does not appeal 
to the sense, lint to the suiiposeilly Ig- 
norant seiitinieiii of the people — once 
lirop(^i-Iy understoiMl it iu done for. There 
is no pcilitical gallery here. We are an 
ULlelligeut people, wlio after a little time 
tor eoiisidi.-iatioii, perfectly under.Htund 
measiiies alVectiug our business interests, 
nud 1 h.-ivi; no doubl (hat this measure 
will be pcrfi.'ctly undeistood and cuii- 
demued in a very short tbne.

Havana Jan. 17.— Cuba is tlie tlieatie 
of a cointncreiiil conquest. Natioiml 
viuiity iiuiy bo hurt by the knowloiige 
thiit llio coiKiueat is not by Amoriciiii 
eiitori)ris(.'. It is the liuKlish capitiilists 
wlio are jMissessiiif; themselves of the 
I'utnri.' resourees of the i.slaiui. Tliey are 
not saying much about it. They aie

The United 
States in some form will be guaranteeing 
good gdvernnient in Cuba for the bene- 
lil of JOnglish investors. A capitalist 
from the tStates may have a chance oni.'C 
in a while to get a job as brakenuin on 
the Cuban railways, wliieh are owued in 
London. That will be the extent of his 
opiHjrt unities. 

i'ossilily this absorption of the rail- 
roads is the Hequence oC the previous 
Jioldings of the Britishers. They owued 
two or three of tlu.> lines before 'the in- 
surrection, and were interested iu otli- 
ers. 'Xbe most valuable real estate in 
the heart of Havana is the property of 
an Bnglish company which acquired it 
as n depot. After a 'time the railroad 
station will be moved further out, and 
tlie property will be used for hotels and 
other buildings. The profit will be 
000,000 or BO, but the o^vners of the 
railroad look upon that simply as ani 
incident. They are not diverted fi-oui 
t^eir- itiaiU; pu^^ose of acquiring wore 
railroads. ' A year or so ago I had mi 
idea tliat, because the Englisli had a 
Cootint; in Cuba, American (.-apitalists 
would be stimulated to ex(.'rtions for 
their share of the industrial enterprise 
o'f, tiiO'ufuture. That idea was wrong, 
arid it only, remains for mo to record the 
movements of the foreigners. 

The existing railroads 'cf Cuba extend 
from the tbwn„of Pinar del Rio, in tlu! 
west,, to. the- town of Sttntn Clara, in tlie 
central part of the island, with branches 
to the north and soutli coasts. The sys- 
t_|ttm, .'as it "is generally understood, does 
'not jnclude/a line which runs from N\ie- 
vitas, on the north coast, to tlie town 
of Puerto Principe, forty-tivt; miles in- 
land. Some disconnected spurs in Siui- 
tiago are also oxclmjed. When the 
"backbone", or central, railway, is built, 
all these spurs ami disconnected lines 
will become branches of tlio main system. 
Horelofori! the lines oast from Havana 
l^avo been owned and operated by inde- 
vpendont companies. Everybody saw that 
a" ■ consolidation undergone- general con- 
trol was inevitable, though separate or- 
'^ahizhtion might be maintained. 
, The nggrcgato cnpitallzHtlon of the 
roads from I'inar del Bio east as far as 
Puerto Principe i.s .fl^l.OOO.OOO (in Hi)an- 
ish gold,- which may he discounted per 
cent, in American money). The aggre- 
gate indebtedness of the lines, bonded, 
mortgaged and floating, is .i>12,250,0tH). 
Some of them have only a small floating 
indei)ledn('ss. These managed to pay 
slight dividends d\iring tll(^ i)eriod of in- 
surrection. 'I'lieir rolling stock and e(|ui]i- 
ment suffered lieavily, and large sums 
will Imve to be paid out for betterments. 
BRITISII RAILWAY COMPANIES. 

The English capitalists knew this. 
:Thcy also knew that an era of political 
uncertainty for Cul)a is ahead.' Never- 
theless, tJiey tliought the field was one 
for conservative investment, nnd they 
started ,'ont, to. gain control of the entire 



be(Mi demonstrated. They knew that the 
e.\isting railways had been profitable 
in the past as carriers to tobacco and 
sugar. They were willing to take the 
( hances of those industries reviving and 
broadening. So they bought the rail- 
roads. 'J'hey have not yet gone into the 
business of raising sugar cane, for Eng- 
lishmen have not been suceessfiil planta- 
tion nmnagers in tlie West Indies. "I 
want $500, OUO," said one big planter to 
me the other evening. "Can not wfe get 
those London men intorestcti in sugar?" 
Indirectly, perhaps, but not as owners. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, who, I believe, con- 
trols the tea output of Ceylon, India 
and Formosa, is said to have a plan for 
controlling the sugar cane of Cuba. If 
he developed it his countrymen wlio have 
invested in railways will find reason for 
blessing him. The sugar industry in 
Cuba must be pulled up hill. The men 
at the end of the rope nuiKt tug and 
sweat in doing, it. The Knglisli capitalists 
do not know how to pull at this rope, but 
they have faith that it will not break, 
and they show their faith by investing 
ill railroads, which can not prosper uu- 
l(!ss the sugar industry i>rospers. 

^Vhile these London invest nis have prc- 
ferre(l |i» tak(^ up with esliililislird en- 
terprises, they are looking alic.-ul to new 
railroad projects. Part of lln'lr general 
plan is tlie e.vpaiiHion of the system 
through to Santiago. The island rinw has 
1,100 miles of railroad. It. is capable 
(if sustaining 2,000 miles. The lOng- 
lislmu'ii expect to contrcjl tlie other !)00. 
'I'liey do not know hew or when the 
"backbone" line will he built. They 
wcjiild like to have the United States 
construct it as a- military measiu-e, . and 
then, whoii the military oecupancy is 
ended, sell the line to them. If that is 
not done they will wait their time. Ap- 
parently, they/^dOj! hot, expect, that the 
V. S. will' undertake under the present 
circumstances, to grant concessions and 
fraiiciiises which Wlll run beyond its tem- 
porary military control. In this they 
differ from some American speculators 
and promot(eiKi,'.',wtio. are countuig .on se- 
curing concessions, 

LIO G ITI MAT R T N V RSTM E NTS . 
In its present i)hasc the absorption of 
tlie railroads by English ca])ilalists is 
beiii'licial to Cuba. Some of the share- 
ludders who sold out were Spaniards, 
who returned to Spain witli the pro- 
ceeds, but the mujority of the- sbare- 
hdhlers remain on the island. London 
Inci added to its welfare by sending sev- 
eral millions , of -.•f>"<"'h capital. The 
nicney,' they Vrecelve; 'helps' them to re- 
store ruined estates .and productive 
lands. 

Ultimately a Barney Barnato or o 
llooley may appear in I/ondon as the 
linnncier of " Cubans," and some glit- 
tering financiering follow his advijut. 
At present there is nothing of the sort. 
The Knglisliiiion have made legitimute 
iiivestmentH and are entitled to legiti- 
mate returns. They hnve bet heavily, 
persistently and stubbornly on the future 
of Cuba. . More of their redundant cnpl- 



till will follow that which has already 
conie. In the end 1 do not believe these 
investiiieiits will prove us good for Cuba 
as woulil be .similar investments by 
American capitalists. 

AVIiile the English owners will iniprov(> 
IlK.'ir railroad jirojierlies, they will do it 
sh,wly. .Material which can be had 
clieaper in the Ifiiited Stales and sliippi'd 
cheaper, ^^•ill naturally be bought here; 
otherwise tin.' piircliases will be made iii 
Great Itriliiin. The Hritish owners will 
want their properties managed by llieir 
own people, and that will serve to shut 
out .Vmericaiis, who, under dilTerent aus- 
pices would have been employed. 

The disadvantage is that the coiiserva- 
tivi' I'higlisliiiicn do nut appreciate ci'r- 
taiii reforms ia railniail nianageniciit 
which .Aiiii.'ricaiis would be iireniiit to 
initugiiriite. Hates in Cuba are e.vces- 
sively high, both for i>assenger and 
fniglit tratlic. The Spanish theory for 
c^■el■y kinii i)f luisines.s was high profits 
and restricted trade. This was applied 
ill tlieir transportation system. Tlie 
I'viigllKh investors readily fall into it. 
-Vnieiiean owners would begin at once 
to (icate a freer movement of intorniil 
commerce by lowering the rates and iii- 
cieasiiig the volume of commerce. The 
Erglish maiirtgor.s are not likely to adopt 
that policy if they are left to themselves. 

The control of the tobacco factories hy 
I'^nglish syndicates does not e.xcite tin; 
same concorn among Americans that is 
ftlt over the ownership of the railroad 
systems. The tobacco deal was arranged 
a year ago, and was completed after the 
blockade was raised. Some (ienniui in- 
teiests were triiiL^ferred to English 
hands, but the toha<'co men in these 
\V( re nut affpi.'ted. .Snnie oi' them six'ilk 
of the syndicate as likely to give the 
English iiivest<irs an experience similar 
t ) lliiit which they had when tlie liiger 
1.1 CI- breweries iif the States were dis- 
p( sell of to the T.,oniloii syinjicates. This 
is llieir own affair. Aiiieriean toiiiicco 
men retain their factories and will have 
more factories in the future. Thej ini- 
ooihjtnnd both the raising of tobacco and 
the manufacture oC cigars. The trade 
situation docs not call for a large in How 
of froslj capital. What is needed w ill 
"line of its own, accord and..thrnugli 
ch.uuiols that are already established. 
AliSOIlPTION OE BANKS. 

Not all the foreign capital whieli is 
Cf.iiiiiig to Culm is being invMted in 
^•ailroads. Englishmoii, and even Scotch- 
men from (j'anada, are going into the 
banking biiHiness. One of the smaller 
banks of Havana is owned by English 
(rapitalistH. Tlu? presimt plans contem- 
plate the Gstahlishmont of at Iwist two 
-large liiianeial institutions. It is possi- 
ble? thiit some of the private banking 
lidiises will be absorbed in the organiza- 
t!(;n. I. have also heard a report that a 
Paris bdnk.is.to establish a. branch in 
Iliu ann.'' A large amount ' of French 
capital is invested in Cuba, but its iden- 
tity is concealed undtfr nominal Spanish 
ovnonsliip. The Paris banks hnve also 
oi.onited in conjunction with the I-jondoii 
liiiniiciiil institutions. The Fashoda in- 
cident and other diplomatic wrangles do 
not prevent the Frenchman working 
amicably with the Anglo-Saxon ia the 
matter of making money. 

The question may arise whether, nfttjr 
this European commercial invasion of 
Cuba, anything will bo loft for Ameri- 
cans. A few openings, perhaps. They 
an raise pot.ntoes and onions, which 
crops always bring n good profit. Itia 
possible the electric light enterprises will 
remain in their hands. When the in- 
surrection broke out those electric plimtH 
wore becoming vnlualilc properties. 
They will b«> Increased with the re- 



devidoimiont of the sugar idantiitions. 
Some minor industries will jilso rouiaiii 
t,> the citizens (if i\w I'nited StatcH. 
Every slii|) brings a frosli batch of pro- 
moters with H(.'lieiiios. 'J'hey may dc- 
vpldji Kome uiisiispeeted opportunities, 
but Kclienu's nhmc will give the United 
.States tile industrial and eoniiiiercinl ad-

Ministers pleaded for 
haste during its passage throuj^h the 
House, oa the ground that it was neqes^ 
sarjr^'to give timely notice toilhbae.kmer' 
leans who may have contemplated' an lit- 
vasion of the Atlin flpuntry,; ;It is bpeh 
to suspect that, tlie real reason was of a 
<iuite different character. The Anglo- 
American coaimi.ssionors are supposed to 
be nearing a treaty, and this, measure 
would certainly tend to eiuharrass nego- 
tiations. , The attoruey-g/'ucral at. .least 
has no love for the Ottawa government, 
and if ho could put nu impe<lim«nt in the. 
way of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's tjueeess at" 
Wilshuigtou he wt)nld not hesitate to 
do so. 

A\''e gather from ' Washington dis- 
jiatches to the .Seattle-rost Intelligencer 
that tlie legislation haa causeil much 
peiplcxity there, aud is seriously intei^ 
fcriiig with the progress of negotiations. 
An understanding in;, respect; to mining 
disputcH hiul been reached, hut now the 
situation is as confused nti ever. In nil 
tPrritory iiiider federal ,juri8diction the 
United States gives free mining privi- 
leges to CaJiadhins. If a Canadian prov- 
ince is pennitted to legislate against 
American citizens, unturally the whole 
situation will have to be revised. The 
Canadian coiumissionei-s .are represented 
as e.xtreinoly emharrassed by the action 
1)1' the lirilisb (Jcdiimbia li'gislature. Sir 
I.ouis Davics ex|iresscs the lujpe that 
llii.- act ill etTeet is iiitendi'd only I o pro- 
bibit the location of mining chiinis, and 
not the purchase or operotion ef thoin 
afterward. IJnfortiiiKitely the word- 
ing of the act itself will not lii'ar out this 
eonstniction. 

.\ treaty ('i>veriiig all matters in con- 
troversy iiiMweeii (be two countries is 
not impossible, however. The Canadian 
e(.iiiinisKionei-s iiiiiy pri>ci>cd as if the 
i'.ritish Coluiiihia .Vet luul never been 
passed, relying on tlie government to dis- 
allow it. Au Otta\ya. dlspatel^ intimates 
that -in 'the 'opinioif ,ot?th'e Secretary of 
State, Jlr. Scott, this: will )>t;ilone, on the 
ground that the' Exelusi9,n\- Abt is con- 
trary to public policy,' 'as suggeste<l in 
these coluiiiMs several duys ago. It is 
eliiiined that the Act is caleiiiated to 
create • international friction, as W(dl lis 
lo restrict iinmignilioii ami labor. 'Pliesc 
are indd to be sulllcieiit reasons for dis- 
allowing it. 

For a great iiiMiiy years pnsl tlu' two 
couiitries have liei'ii nagging eucdi other 
over certain differences. Sip Wilfrid 
Laurier bail scarcely warmed bis seat 
a.s premier when he publicly nnnounecd 
his intention lo have all these difler 
dices settled, if smdi .a cunsuiniU ion 
w<Te iioHsible. Coiimiissioners ' are now 
in session in I lie elfort to do Ibis. .\ 
their labors were sii|)posed to be nearin, 
a conclusion, the British Columbia legis- 
lature creates this new dillienlty. It 
was very iiiitiiiicly, to say the least of 
it;,.we are afraid it shall also have to he 
said that it was very unworthy.

The disallowance of the plae-er min- 
ing legislation is by lu^ means improb- 
able, and the subject at any rate is being 
quite freely discussed. With others the 
Vancouver Province, one of .Mr. Hewitt 
Uostock's syndicate of papers, bus been 
f.vpressing aJi opinion. It docs not he- 
liore Qttnwa will ^Jisallpw tho Act,; but 
adds: 

I "li kiiy sucii attempt U lUiitle It may 
S.S well bo said here aud now that the 
lempcr ot the people in this province is 
such that they will not stand it. We 
linvo a right to do what we please with 
our own. Ami we propo>»e to ilo it." 

This is not as alarming as it may .np- 
pear, for the I'rovince ^luippeus !i> be a 
shallow, harebrained .i^'unial that very 
few, we imagine, wovild be di.sposod to 
take seriously, lint it is mischievous 
nevertheless, ami voices a sentiment 
which in every comniunity there is au 
element to applaud, the clement of tin 
lawless and rebellious. This is the ele 
ment to which the luiiiislers would ap 
peal if the Act were disallowed, niul it 
is well that the law-abiding ami orderly 
should be on their guard aguuist it. Not 
iiuiiiy years ago Canada saw a province 
on the verge of bloodshed through ap- 
peals to the same feeling that would be 
invoked in this case. • 

They would ]iot stand it, would they 
not? "J'liat means that by violence' they 
would (iiipo.se it. But what could vio- 
Icin.'e ibiV And bcf.ire resorting to it, 
|i(-rhaps it Would be iieiter if we consid- 
t red for a moment whether disallowance 
was not the only eoiistitutional disposi- 
tion of the -Vet that could be made. We 
have all to submit lo the Uritisli Xortli 
.\meriea .Vet, tin.' f umlameutal law of 
ilic lloniinion. It nowhere gives to the 
provinces tlie' right to legislate ogaiiist 
aliens, but it expressly and i!.Kelusively 
gives to tile federal parliament th<; right 
lo do so. 

On the face of it tlie legislnlioii is <lis- 
liiictly ultni vires of llie provincial legis- 
iauire, and if any .^nieriean placer miner 
cIhisc to ehalleiige it in court, Ibere is 
little doubt it would be so declared. IJnt 
in such a case it is the duty of the fed- 
eral govcriinieut lo advise tliSflllowaDce, 
nnd thus relieve private persons of this 
disagreeable aud vexatious duty. 

The sentiment of tlie Vancouver paper, 
however, is none the loss to ho depre- 
cated aud deplored. It is not Haltering 
bi the public respect for law and order 
that such an utterance eoiilil he permit- 
ted in a -Ministerial paper without in- 
st;:nt .Ministerial rebuke. Those opposed' 
to the .\ct will loyally accept it, If it 
shall prove to be conslitutionul and 
siUjtainod on final revision. It will not 
he disallowed unless unconstitutional, 
and opiiosed to public policy, and those 
who .'iiiprove the spirit of it llFtt expected' 
to be equally loyal in accepting whaU. 
ever fate may befall it.

It is to be hopeil that the hill is not 
only cxpost facto leg slation, whi.h, de-

He 
made a preccden^thei^'fuU; Sigjl&Patlcc 
of which iippeur8'%lien it'lS'lo lowed out 
under other clrcuraatiinces. The Canad- 
ian people cannot too strcngiy protest 
against such legislation.— Toronto Mail.

I notice in your issue oC January 1-1 
that Curator Brimley, of the State Mu- 
seum at llaleigh, advertises for bears 
for specimens, thereforfe lrj write to say 
that if he wllhaen^ lnt<wHyde,vBeaufort 
ox.-Tyrrpll ;.<'o,uutle^,fjwtieSjs<).ccupy the 
jicninaula lying ,betwee^|EiunBco and Al- 
Ixanarle ijaouhdsi ii 'NortlftrGfiroliuu, he 
cam get! alt the; bears /'he ijbitres to give 
room, to. If any one has lost any bears, 
that is tlie location to find them. 

This intersouud region is divided into 
alternating areas of swamp, coruiicld 
aud prairie, or. savanna, with here.: and 
there a lake or an apple orchard ithrowu 
iu ; and the bears trade from oue-vto tlie 
other, according to the season of thP'year 
or as they have- opportunity. These su- 
vaunas are used almost universally us 
<:attle ranges, and there have been at 
times large stock coim)aniea which graz- 
ed many hundreds of heads, Iti the early 
spring tune, before vfigotatlon has 
sprouted, the bears feed 'on the young 
junipers (white cedar), by sirippiug of the 
hark and sucking the sap. Later otk 
they cat young , ferns and all kinds of 
new growth, and insects; and after- 
ward wortlibcrries, coon berries and the 
like. Then they climb the black gums 
for tlie fruit, taking the green "corn next, 
and then the nuts and acorns, and from 
fall to spring destroy cattle and hogs. 
In the green corn season it is the easiest 
Ihiug ill the world for tbeni to ciune 
out of the iiiiirguial swamiis by the holds 
and regale tlieniselvea on the furuiers' 
roasting ears; and when cattle are run- 
ning in the winter and berries -nnd mast 
are done (gone?), and tlie cow peas and 
corn are stacked or' housed, they natur- 
ally take to fresh meat. In fact, every- 
thing goes then. Stock yard and hog pen 
are iiol e.-cempt, even when iu close proxi- 
mity to the dwellings. In 'Lard winters, 
which luippen periodically, the havoc 
among the herds has been so great, that 
stringent ihoiisures have been omployc<l 
to extermiiiiiti! the ursine depredators. 
Spring guns, traps, deadfalls , poison, 
side-liniils and drives have been put into 
active use, and scores of carcasses have 
been gathered in. Still the? slaughter 
continued among the cattle, and the siii- 
naber bears continued to get in their 
work, until their numbers were decima 
ted. (Sinnabors are cattle bears, anil al 
ways carr.v a white spot OJI the breast 
Hog bears are smaller, and difrereut. Dr 
( '. H. .MerrL'im, please notice.) At the 
last the cattle were afraid lo g-i into the 
sl.'islu's at all, and kept eiilircly to the 
savannas. 'I'he bears would climb the 
junipers, gums and cypresses, where tlu 
trails passed, and lying along the extend- 
ed limbs dnq) like panthers down upon 
the luckless animals passing beneath 
sucking the blood fi-om their necks and 
dinging to them as they ran. In the end 
(he " critter " would succumb from 
frightjiii. bleeding- OP • exhaustion, aud - die 
niiseraWy.

In the early years of this century 
Mudaine di; Stnel travelled through (.Icr- 
rnaiiy. She associated with prominent 
pi'CHous and remained for .some time in 
>VcJiuar uud Berlip, Her impressions 
of Germany— I. e., Gomiiny as it existed 
before the battle of Jena (1800)— were 
recorded in the ; aforesaid . work, which, 
owing partly to the keenness of insight 
nnd the wealth of Ideas- which charac- 
terized it, nnd partly tq the bitter hatred 
and relehtless,- persecution of Napolegu 
I., soon . excited . widespread attention. 

In this book Gefmiiny and the northern 
lands bordering upou it are called the 
" eountry of thought." The Germans 
arc described as a people distinguisheil 
by relleelion aud meditation and ansious 
to comiirchond ■ all things, .►'ji'hoy are 
great In abstract studies, Ii'b'd may be 
not inaptly termed the metaphysical na- 
tior. par excellence. They regard litera- 
ture as of paranionut importance, and 
literary production as tlie highest form 
of activity. They are admirable in the 
strength of their inner convictions, and 
ill the patience and [lower of enduniiii'e 
disidayed ill cu.rrying those convictions 
into effect. They take deejx.'r interest 
in ideas than in events. Their univer- 
sality of thought enables lliem lo feel 
at home among all peoples of all periods. 
At the same time their literature aud 
philosophy reveal a wealth of individual- 
ity iiiieiiualied by any other people of 
modern times. With such achievemeuts 
they sliiiiil at the head of the intellectual 
life of I'hirope. 

But these advantages, according to 
Madame de Stael, are accompanied by 
serious defects. The Germans lack the 
energy requisite for action; in the 
domain of- practical life they are utterly 
without :tli4t'"universality which chanic- 
tcrizes ' their 'literary productions; Here 
I hey appear unskilful, small, slow and 
inert; everywhere they oncouuter dilll- 
eiiltics; and nowhere else do we so fre- 
ipiently hear the expression, '"It is im- 
I'l ssible." Owing lo their faculty of 
as.-^imibitiiig what is foreign, and to their 
unri'iiiitling .'issoeiation with abstract 
idias, they an? in danger of reinainiug 
stiangcrs to the spirit of the century, 
mill of losing sight of the present and 
ill' netiml — a dumiiiii of which the 
I''reiieli have in conseiiiiencc iiossessed 
till iiiselves. They lac'k that practical 
training in life by which the cliarMcler 
becomes steeled aud fortilioil for a 
vigorous resistance against attacks from 
without. * » « 

Hespiur the recognition of such de- 
fects, however, Madame de Htnol is firm 
in her appreciation of the German people. 
,To her they , are admirable by reason of

They live on the plantation8i%n«;.bac'k 
In the- interior a distance frOuiftowns 
and railroads. These facts ,1 leiinied 
some few yeurs ago, when the handsome 
matron, who uow sits across the table 
from mo, talking "Sanscrit" to a future 
piesidoiit, was iiu occasional resident on 
a plautation of large value in southeast- 
ern Virginia,. sLx miles from towni aud 
three miles from the railroad, which bad 
been iu the family for geuorations. 

My lirst visit to her country home was 
fraught with muuy pleasures, aside from 
the delight of basking in the sunshine of 
her smiles. The plantations comprised 
a thousand acres of cultivated and for- 
est land, surrounded by much that had 
not been cultivated since the war, and 
made an ideal ylace for enjoying held 
sports, lis guiue was most abundant. 

The negroes were the real old-timers, 
niauy. j)t;th|ni.haying, lived all their lives 
on tl%ti?os.^?iiieighboring plantations, as 
had their ancestors before them, proudly 
bearing the uames .ot i'. F.- Vs. ;-' My ad- 
vent hu<i nccesstoted ' preparatloMr: that 
had put the darkies on notice, ttiid they 
had questioned a little, surmised much, 
and liually concluded thus: "Mis" 
Lady's young man is comin' from the 
city to visit we all." No one visits ex- 
clusively the family in the "big house" 
on ti idantatiou where the old-time dar- 
kies are found; and he comes to grief 
who a tteiupls it. 

"Weighed aiKl found wanting" is the 
verdict leliiriied by tlie royal attaches 
against the yisitor who, like the frog, 
'•a-woi)iiig giK'.s," laboring under the de- 
lusion thai his suit is won or lost in the 
Iiiirlor, and needs only lo be pressed 
there.

She had only one ser 
lods conipetltor— namely, I'^uglainl. (!cr 
many and Italy were as iioor as they were 
pollflcally weak; Uussla In an ecouomlc 
sense, WH9 yet unborn. , At a moderate es- 
timate, more ,'than. lialJ of.'the weniltU .of 
ICurope was concentnitcd In two states— 
I'lnglaud and Krnnce. lint It Is uow far 
more- widely dlstriliuteil.' Nine or Ion 
years ago an estimate was made of the a<i 
cumiilaled wealth of Kurone by the chief 
of the Slallslleai liurean of the FnMich 
Miiilslry of Finance. He worked out a 
niiigiiiaceat total of 1,000 milliards of 
tiniicB, each milliard heinj; ctiulyalent to ill 
millions, sterling.

In the past ten years the Industrial and 
llnaiu'lal activity of the Gorniaiis has In 
e\ ery direction exceeded that of the French. 
Assnniliig:,thfl..t,lt.haH lieen but moderately 
pri)lUable,,:;|t,;,pln8t have produced a corres- 
ponding excess of nccimuilated wealth.
